PILGRIMS VISIT 

Confucius, or Kung Fu-Tze, was 
born at Chufu in 550 BC. died 
there in 478 B.C. and was buried 
there in a tumulus still visited by 
thousands of dévout pilgrims. There 
was built the chief temple de 
voted to his worship, still a mag- 
nificent edifice of marble pillars 
and lacquered woods, rebuilt and 
refurbished by successive imperial | 
Gy nastics, | 

Descendants of Confucius alse | 
live in Che u, the head of the |

Chufu is a quiet, typical North; 
China market town, where life goes 
on much as it did when Confucius 
lived. It is separated by 10 miles 
of dusty plain from the railway. 
NO PRETENSIONS 

Confucius himself made no pre- 
@ensiong to divinity and his cult is 
a code of ethics rather than a re- 
Jigion, although Confucianism geén- 
etally ig accounted one of China's 
three religions, the others being 
Taoism and Buddhism. Temples to 
Confucius are found throughout 
China and even in Japan. His fam- 
ous books, “The Book of History”, 
“The Book of Rites’, “The Spring 
end Autumn -Annals”, have formed 
the basis of conduct for 75 genera- 
tions of Chinese. 

The nationalist revolution of 
1326-28, which founded the Nanking 
resime which the Japanese have 
expelled from that capital, was in 
@ sense a revolt against the old 
ways, and the cult of Confucius 
fell Into disfavor with the new) 
generation. Confucian temples in 
some provinces were turned into 
publie Ubraries or even barracks 
end the ages-old rites prescribed 
by the sage fell into disuse 


REPELLED CONSERVATIVES | 


This repelled millions of Conser- 
wative Chinese in North China and 
what was then Manchuria, and the 
Japanese conquerors have made 
much of this fact. Hoping to win 
the support of the Conservatives— 
and most northern Chinese are that 
at heart—they have renovated the 
sage’s temples throughout Manchu- 
kuo and the north and restored at 
Hsinking, the Manchukuo capital, | 
and ancient Peiping the rites ven-, 
erating the sage. The Japanese 
have even built e@ splendid new 
Confucian temple in Tokyo, their 
eapital, where Confucius has thou-. 
sands of followers. t 

For this reason the Japanese 
forces are likely to treat the sage’s 
birthplace with great respect.

BRITAIN MARKS 
‘DANGER SPOTS’ 
IN AIR ATTACK 


Rail Lines and Subway 
System Prepared For 


Emergencies 


LONDON, Dec. 2%.—Britain is 
frantically completing plans for de- 
fense against eventual air raids and 
gas attacks 

The latest link in this defense line 
is the organization of railroad trans- 
port and civilian evacuation of 
“danger spots.” 

In any war, railroads are prize 
targets. Realizing this, the London, 
Midland and Scottish, one of Brit- 
ain’s four great railroad systems 
has begun training 23,000 of its staff 
of 230,000 employees 
1,000 of the railroad's 
workers have qualified as first- 
class instructors at the civilian anti- 
gas school at Falfield, Gloucester- 


; shire, which was established about 


a year ago. 

As announced by railroad offi- 
cials, these instructors will tour the 
country in a specially equipped 
train recently displayed in London. 
| CAR CARRIES GAS MASKS 

Called “Air Raids Precau- 
tion Mobile Instruc al Unit,” it 
consists of two reconstructed sleep- 
ing cars painted yellow. One car 
is fitted as a lecture theatre cap- 
able of seating 30 men, and carries 
| gas masks, protective clothing, and 
| fire-fighting equipment 
| The other car has been divided 
| into three compartments. At one 
end is an undressing-room where 
contaminated clothes may be re- 
| moved and cleaned. In the middle 
of the car a large bathroom is 
| equipped with showers, and at the

UNSETTLED 

One of these is to decide whether 
trains should continue running 
while a raid is in progress.

Bouchard 
cried, “No war, no armaments and 
greater autonomy for Quebec,” but 
he failed to make it register with 
the people of Lotbiniere, whose 
locale borders the St. Lawrence just 
above Quebec and who would | 
come under the bombs of invading 
aircraft in case of hostilities rhould 
there be no adequate Canadian de- | 
fence.

Godsell explained the 50,000 In- 
dian men, women and children up 
north had 15,000 bread-winners 
whose primitive mode of hunting 
could not match the white man’s 
mechanical bird nor his other tricks 
of obtaining a living from animals 
of northern woods and the fish- 
lined streams. One of these “dia- 
bolical” tricks in trade was use of 
poison. 

In season 1935-36, he said, 23,681 
hunting and trapping licenses were 
issued to white trappers in Quebec, 
Ontario, western provinces and the 
North West Territories. 


WHITES USED POISON 

“Many of these white men used 
poison to destroy large quantities 
of animals,” Godsell said. “Besides 
this devilish practice, the white 
man and his plane zoom around 
north to locate natural nurseries or 
sanctuaries where animals breed 
and overflow to populate the In- 
dian hunting grounds. From this 
very source they are 
sothe the Indian's livelihood.” 

This friend of the red man had 
suggestions for remedying the ills 
of the redskin. 

“Hunting and trapping privileges 
should be restricted in all northern 
Canada to the Indian and Eskimo 
population. The white trapper must 
be eliminated if justice is to be 
done the northern Indians and un- 
less they are to become entirely 
dependent on the taxpayer.”

The importance of Edmonton 
today is once more associated 
with the frontiers, A truly north, 
ern city, Edmonton is the centre 
of a rich farming community and 
at the same time a supply centre 
for the mining and fur trading of 
the Mackenzie river basin and 
the Western Arctic.

| ON SUCH MIRACLES 

| We are reminded by those who interest them- 
| selves in anniversaries that 36 years ago, this last 
| week, a gifted Italian sat down, tapped a tele- 
graph key and performed a miracle. 

The sputtering, crackling sparks his keytap- 
ping caused to jump into the air were weak little 
things—apparently. They flashed and died, and 
a person a few hundred yards away could neither 
have seen nor heard them. 

But somehow they reached into empty spaces 
and tapped an invisible source of energy. Far 
across the Atlantic Ocean they caused a tele- 
graph receiving set to click out a message. 
Guglielmo Marconi had bridged space and had 
sent a message 3,000 miles through the inert at- 
mosphere. 

His miracle of wireless telegraphy is so 
familiar now that most of the time we fail to 
recognize it as a miracle at all, taking it just as 
much for granted as we do such every-day mira- 
cles as sunrise, a baby’s laugh or the love of a 
boy for a girl. 

But it remains a miracle, nevertheless. And 
we might have a better understanding of the 
world we live in if we could remember that the 
whole structure of modern society is built on 
just such miracles, so that the mere existence of 
our complicated civilization is one of the most 
breath-taking miracles of all time,—Victoria

AN OUTSIDE VIEW 

When the prophecy is made that this Leth- 
bridge decision points to an early ouster of the 
present bizarre regime, it assumes a meaning 
that simply is not there. In the first place, Aber- 
hart has consistently been losing in the cities that 
prestige which he has been gaining in the coun- 
try districts. In the second place, Lethbridge, 
with its 7,000 voters, is not a considerable or 
even a typical factor in Alberta’s political set-up. 
In the third place, the vote against the Aberhart 
candidate (2,940 in 1935 and 3,980 in 1937) does 
not represent such an increase in sentiment 
against Social Credit as to indicate or forecast 
any province-wide sweep. No one is more 
anxious to see order restored to the Alberta 
chaos than ourselves. No one would hail a re- 
turn to normal thinking with more satisfaction. 
But there is no use in indulging in these idle de- 
lusions. There is no sense in making prophecies 
that have no basis in fact. The wish may be 
father to the thought. But the wish is not yet 
potent enough to swing a provincial election. — 
Vancouver Sun. 


CANADA SHOULD NOTE 


Sinking of the United States gunboat Panay 
by the Japanese Air Force, not to speak of the 
now known extraordinary circumstances under 
which the sinking took place, has a lesson for 
Canada, too. 

Minister of Justice Lapointe, certainly no 
militarist, pointed the lesson in a speech he de- 
livered in Quebec on Sunday. The incident, he 
said, brought home to Canada the urgent need 
for defensive armaments, of immediate and ade- 
quate steps to protect her own coasts. 


Fortunately, evidence is coming that the Gov- 
ernment is at last awakening to the realities of 
the situation, is moving to meet them. Defence 
Minister Mackenzie’s outlined program of last 
week, though supported in one case by wrong 
argument, is proof of that. 

The proof has not come too soon. The sin- 
cerest anti-militarist, the blindest pacifist, can 
no longer imagine that Canada can go on living 
in this world as it is without readiness to defend 
herself from aggression. Whether we are isola- 
tionists or Imperialists, no matter what our in- 
tellectual or emotional approach to the defence 
question, the truth is stark that defence we must 
have. We may regret the truth, regret our posi- 
tion; our regrets can’t change the facts.—Ottawa 
Journal, 


SUGAR-COATING THE CURRICULUM 


To those of us who are getting along in years 
it will be a distinct surprise to learn that under 
the new primay school curriculum it is difficult 
to get children to go home from school. Yet 
members of the London Teachers’ Institute were 
informed that such was the case by Thornton 
Mustard, head of the committee which reorgan- 
ized the curriculum. Dr. Mustard also said that 
parents were complaining because their children 
would not stay home from school even when ill. 

There have been plenty of complaints about 
school curricula from time to time, but this is 
certainly a new one. If ft is justified the men 
who draw up the new schedule of studies must 
have more than a touch of genius in their make- 
up. 

Shakespeare told of the schoolboy with bright 
morning face creeping unwillingly to school, and 
down the generations that picture has persisted. 
School was generally regarded as a place where 
youth had to go to have certain necessary facts 
pounded into their heads. The process was re- 
Sarded as necessarily painful both for those in- 
stilling the knowledge and for those receiving it. 

Of course the change has been gradual rather 
than revolutionary. Perhaps the introduction 
of kindergarten work and of manual training 
and household science had something to do with 
the development of a new attitude. 

According to Dr. Mustard the new curriculum 
substitutes seven courses for the 15 previously 
taught. Health takes first place followed by 
English, social sciences, natural sciences, arith- 
metic, music and art. This is a far cry from the 
day of the three “R’s.” The new course of studies 
aims at preserving originality rather than secur- 
ing uniformity. 

The whole thing sounds almost too good to 
be true. Citizens will certainly watch the ex- 
periment with the greatest interest and h¢ 
London Free Press.

PROVINCIALISM 

The reckless outbreak of Premier Duplessis 
at Shawinigan Falls on Wednesday night ought 
to sink deep into the conscience of an awakened 
country. His utterences constitute probably the 
gravest threat to the Confederation structure 
heard from any provincial leader since national 
unity was established. They are like the words 
of a political madman obsessed with power ready 
to defy the world. And he is the head of the 
Quebec government, chosen by an overwhelming 
majority of the electors as their authoritative 
spokesman. If his defiance of the Dominion of 
Canada, of the rights of the western half of 
the country, represents the views of his province, 
then we say the sooner Quebec cuts loose and 
runs its own show, the better. 

Fortunately the Premiers of the Maritime 
provinces were prompt in repudiating the irre- 
sponsible statement that they had joined with 
Ontario and Quebec in deciding that “we will 
not be run for the Western Provinces.” The seed 
of sectional bitterness has been nurtured, never- 
theless, as though deliberately, at a critical time 
in the country’s political history. Mr. Duplessis 
has said, in effect, that, no matter what the Royal 
Commission recommends and the wisdom of pare 
liament endorses, his word is supreme. He has 
little concern for affairs beyond his own juris- 
diction. He will take, but not give. He is for 
Quebec, but not Canada. Carried to their logical 
conclusion, his statements call for a federal 
treasury to be tapped for provincia] purposes, a 
Dominion to serve provincial administrative 
needs, without conception of a Canadian federa- 
tion seeking the welfare of a common people 

It is well the Maritime premiers, one by one, 
denied consultation on or participation in a mis- 
chievous “ganging-up” against the West and the 
federal government, and it would be well if Mr. 
Duplessis rose indignantly to say he was mis- 
quoted, doesn’t remember, had no such thoughts, 
or anything else that suits him, to repudiate his 
own words. It would be better still if the Quebec 
people rose en masse to repudiate Mr, Duplessis, 
for some of his policies are as damaging as his 
utterances.—Toronto Globe and Mail,

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Your Health

Two periods of life are critical, and in both 
of them, profound bodily changes occur. One of 
them is seen in the forties and fifties, in men and 
women passing through what has been called 
“The Dangerous Age.” 

The other is the equally upsetting period 
affecting the youngster entering adolescence, 
when childhood is left behind and the growing- 
up process is under way. The average parent 
trying to live in the same house with an 
adolescent feels that the obedient child pre- 
viously known has been snatched away and a 
stranger left in its place. 


Most parents wring their hands in despair, 
making disparaging remarks about “what the 
new generation is coming to,” and the home be- 
comes filled with bitterness and antagonisms. 
Many times the mother says, “At your age I 
would not have dared to talk back like you do,” 
and the child in turn usually has the feeling that 
the parents are so old-fashioned they belong 
back in the horse-and-buggy-days, 

The age of adolescence has been called “The 
Terrible ’Teens,” and is the despair of many 
mothers. Instead of wasting time wondering 
how the youngster is ever going to amount to 
anything, the sensible thing to do is to realize 
that he or she is going through a most important 
stage in development. It is all a part of the 
growing-up process and the wise parent accepts 
the growing pains and tries to understand and 
encourage, even though all attempts in this direc- 
tion are usually miscor strued by the child and 
therefore are unappreciated. 


The adolescent experiences more or less tur- 
moil Because of changes taking place in the 
endocrine glands. In addition to physical 
changes, he is also experi¢ncing mental changes. 
One of the signs of his developing mentality is 
his desire to think for himself. He rebels against 
the authority of the parent chiefly because such 
rebellion is natural at that stage. The desire for 
freedom is in itself a very healthy sign. 

Some of the symptoms of adolescence are 
rudeness, the use of slang, the wish to argue, 
asking for more spending money, the desire to 
come and go at any and all hours without super- 
vision, contradiction ‘of the statements of others, 
and dissatisfaction with the clothing provided. 
Still another symptom is the rapid changing of 
ideas from day to day, so that an idea bitterly 
defended yesterday is dropped today. 

If you have noticed any of these symptoms in 
your child of the ‘teen age, take the point of view 
that they will be very like the symptoms of 
disease, eventually disappearing. The adoles- 
cent is difficult to live with because he is going 
through a difficult time. 

By antagonizing him during the few difficult 
years you encourage him to grow away from 
you. On the other hand, a little common sense 
and a liberal dash of the “let alone” treatment, 
not only helps the young person but will make 
it possible to keep his or her affection and re- 
gard. 

If the parents and the child weather the 
storm together, an abiding companionship is 
built up, and the parents are later rewarded by 
closeness to the grown son or daughter. 

Let the adolescent try his wings without in- 
terfering too much. Instead of driving your child 
away from you by fault-finding and nagging, try 
to understand. These years are difficult and call 
for patience, but when they are over, you will 
have a grown son or daughter of whom you will 
be very proud. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. M. L. writes: “My husband 
had a doctor's examination and the report was 
marked bradycardia. We would like to know 
what it means.” 

ANSWER: By bradycardia is meant a slow 
heart action. The opposite term is tachycardia, 
which refers to a rapid heart. 

QUESTION—Mrs. D. S. N. writes: “I am 
puzzled to know what to do about my baby, who 
is in good health, breast-fed, and seems to have 
considerable colic.” 

ANSWER: The colic which occurs in young 
babies is commonly due to the air which is 
swallowed with the feedings, or to stomach gas. 
It is easy to demonstrate the presence of the gas 
by examining the infant with the fluoroscope 
and during the examination the bubble of gas 
will look about like a small balloon. When the 
baby is kept lying on the back, the escape of the 
gas from the stomach by way of the tube through 
which food is swallowed, will be prevented. The 
gas or air then passes into the small intestine 
where it causes distention and the symptom 
known as colic. It is sometimes possible to avoid 
colic in young babies by placing the infant in a 
position where he is lying on his stomach. In this 
position it is easier for the gas or air to be belched 
up. I therefore suggest that you try placing the 
baby so that he lies with the abdomen down. If 
the colic continues, then probably there is some- 
thing in your diet which keeps the breast-milk 
from agreeing with the baby and either you 
should follow a more careful diet, or the baby 
should be fed artificially. I believe you will 
understand that it is hard for me to give you 
definite advice without examining the infant and 
without knowing whether the colic is ‘severe or 
slight.

THE ROYAL BANK OF CANADA 

The Annual Balance Sheet of The Roya! Bank 
of Canada made public shows a moderate growth 
in deposits and total assets and a strong liquid 
position. Total deposits amount to $756,089,696 
and are higher than at any period in the bank’s 
history, with the single exception of 1929. 

Current loans in Canada, including loans to 
municipalities and provincial governments, 
amount to $200,563,727, an increase of approxi- 
mately $12,765,000 as compared with the previous 
year. Current loans outside of Canada amount- 
ing to $101,147,196 are approximately $4,000,000 
lower than last year. Coming as it does after a 
steady decline in current loans over a period of 
seven years, the reversal in the trend of commer- 
cial loans is encouraging. 

The liquid position is strong, total readily 
revlizable assets being $514,671,335. 

Net profits for the year are shown ut $3,711,379 
and compered with 1936 indicate an improve- 
ment of $207,138, Dividends paid absorbed 
$2,800,000. The usual appropriation of $200,000 
was made for bank premises but the contribution 
to the Pension Fund Society was increased to 
$300,000 as compared with the former appropria- 
tion of $200,000, Balance of Profits and Loss 
Account carried forward totals $2,325,176, an in- 
crease of $411,380,
